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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of group I, claims 214-221 in the reply filed on 
12/13/2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a search of one of 
the groups leads to the search of the other group. This is not found persuasive because 
as stated before, the composition could also be used to treat cancer. Also, it is noted 
that there is an extensive literature search of the compounds and methods in this art 
which is not co-extensive. 

Further, it is noted that applicant elected two species but the election of species 
is dropped in lieu of applicant's arguments. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

00/74696. 



WO teaches that glucosamine and Ligustrum lucidum (which contains oleanolic 
acid) is administered to treat joint issues, see claims, abstract, page 1, lines 1-10. 
Note that the two components both read on oleanolic acid. 
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Claims 214-220 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kallimanis. 

The reference teaches that ursolic acid and oleanolic acid are both known to be 
used to treat psoriasis, see abstract, claims. 

. Since the claims do not require to whom the composition is being administered to 
the composition could have been administered to a person having psoriasis. Further, 
note that the two components both read on ursolic acid and/or oleanolic acid. 

Claims 214-220 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dessen et al. 

Dessen teaches that ursolic acid is used to treat psoriasis, see col. 14, lines 35- 

55. 

Since the claims do not require to whom the composition is being administered to 
the composition could have been administered to a person having psoriasis. Further, 
note that the two components both read on ursolic acid. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 214-221 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dessen et al. or Kallimanis in combination with Schinitsky or Meisner. 



Kallimanis teaches that ursolic acid is known to be used to treat psoriasis, see 
abstract, claims. 

Dessen teaches that ursolic acid is known to be used to treat psoriasis, see col. 
14, lines 35-55. 

Schinitsky teaches that glucosamine is known to be used to treat psoriasis, see 
col. 3, lines 15-25. 

Meisner teaches that glucosamine is used to treat psoriasis, see abstract, claims. 



It is well known that it is prima facie obvious to combine two or more ingredients each of 
which is taught by the prior art to be useful for the same purpose in order to form a third 
composition which is useful for the same purpose. The idea for combining them flows 
logically from their having been used individually in the prior art. In re Sussman, 1943 
CD. 518; In re Pinten, 459 F.2d 1053, 173 USPQ 801 (CCPA 1972); In re Susi, 58 
CCPA 1074, 1079-80; 440 F.2d 442, 445; 169 USPQ 423, 426 (1971); In re Crockett, 
47 CCPA 1018, 1020-21; 279 F.2d 274, 276-277; 126 USPQ 186, 188 (1960). 



The reason or motivation to modify a reference may often suggest what the 
inventor has done, but for a different purpose or to solve a different problem. 
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not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve the same 
advantage or result discovered by applicant. While there must be motivation to 
make the claimed invention, there is no requirement that the prior art provide the 
same reason as the applicant to make the claimed invention.

Thus, since both ursolic acid and glucosamine are each known individually in the 
art for the same purpose, to treat psoriasis, then it would have been obvious to use 
them in the same composition to treat psoriasis. Since the claims do not require to 
whom the composition is being administered to the composition could have been 
administered to a person having psoriasis. Note that ursolic acid is also a compound 
that is derived from rosemary.
